COLLECTIONS FOR VASES, WINDOW BOXES, HANGING BASKETS, &C. 


The same kinds of plants that are adapted to culture 
in Vases, are also the ones most suitable for Window 
Boxes or Hanging Baskets. In Vases it is not usually 
convenient to provide supports for climbers, and these 
are therefore generally dispensed with altogether. Any 
of the climbers also do well as droopers. The plan of 
planting is to pare attractive upright growers in the 
center for the body of the display, and then arrange 
Urospers and trailers on the outside to hang over the 
edge. 


In growing plants in Vases, etc., a considerable num- 
ber being grouped together, must necessarily subsist 
on a comparatively small bulk of earth. This earth 
should not aly be of a fertile nature to begin with, but 
it should be kept abundantly watered all during the 
season, or else the plants will suffer and become unat- 
| tractive. Slight waterings are deceptive, as the Vase, 
| Basket or Window Box externally may appear suf- 

ficiently wet and the center still be dry. In hot, drying 
| weather, they should be thoroughly watered every day.
